AC OUILfTPOWER SUPPLY

Insert 2 rechargeable batteries in the 
compartment. Turn the switch to the ON 
position at the back of the unit. Connect 
the main adaptor. The batteries take 
about eight hoursto become fullycharged 
if the player is not operating.

Listening to a Compact Disc

to open the door. Insert a disc and 
press lightly on the centre to lock. Close 
the door. Press PLAY/MUSE button. Rd 
DISC will appear in the display. Then, 
the total number of tracks 
and time of the CD will 
be displayed. If the 
disc compartment 
isemptyorthe 
disc cannot be 
played, No Disc 
will appear in 
the display.

Listening to a CD in your car

3 . Insert a compact disc and press PLAY/ 
PAUSE button. Adjust CD player's volume 
to a mid level (make sure the Bass Boost is 
turned off).

Repeating/Intro scan
